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Chief's determination 
pays off for DPW boss

Wilmington Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Bob Palmer 
is expected to fully recover from a 
heart attack suffered last Friday 
thanks largely to Wilmington 
Emergency Medical Technicians 
and a defibrillator the fire 
department acquired just last fall. 
Palmer is resting comfortably as of 
Tuesday at the Leahey Clinic in 
Burlington. 

Lt. John Brown and his EMT crew 
of firefighters John McDonough, 
Linda Giles, Dave Woods and Steve 
Robbins, responded to a panicked 
call from Dr. Deborah Edgerly's 
Main Strcet dentist's office of a 
“man having trouble breathing." 

EMTs used the defibrillator, 
described by Lt. Brown as looking 
"like a car battery with a handle" 
and as serving as the "first line of 
defense for a heart patient with a 
certain heart rhythm," to save 
Palmer's life. 


“I'm very proud to have a crew 
like that," Brown said. "They are 
very good. 3 

“This is a big save. [Palmer] is 
still alive and walking because of 
{the defibrillator] and the training 
[of Brown's crew]." 

Friday's rescue marked the third 
time Brown's crew has had to use 
the heart machine. 

Fire Chief Daniel Stewart, who is 
Palmer's nephew, worked tirelessly 
to generate funding for the two 
$5,000 machines - work that 
culminated in the donation by the 
Winchester Family Medical Center 
of a defibrillator and training for 
the fire department's EMTs in the 
use of the machine. 

Normally firefighters get 
incentive pay for taking extra 
training. However, these funds were 
not available. Several firefighters 
took the training and opted not to 
take the extra pay. 


Bridge gets mysteriously stronger

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Highways has upgraded the 
load limit restrictions - from the 
1990-declared 8 to 12-ton limit toa 
present 27-ton limit - on the Route 
62 bridge located near Route 38 in 
the center of Wilmington and 
Representative James Miceli has a 
couple of questions and a small 
request. 

"Why was it upgraded, which 
engineer said it was safe...and I 
want a copy of that record," said 
Rep. Miceli, who has sent a letter 
stating essentially that to Highway 
Department Commissioner Lorinda 
Beutinfield. 

Meanwhile, according to Miceli, 
"the town wants to make a few 
[structural] modifications [on the 
bridge)." 

But Miceli, who said he “had to 
move heaven and earth to get that 
bridge rebuilt in 1990," first wants 
to find out why the upgrade 
occurred 

"I don't feel it should have been 
upgraded," he said. “That's why 
I'm sticking my nose into it...] want 
to know what's going on." 

While a timetable for bridge 
modifications is being set, 
Wilmington residents and assorted 
passers-through can expect the 
repaving of Route 38 in Wilmington 
to commence May 15, according to 
Miceli. 

And, with the lights at the 
intersection of Route 125 and 
Andover Street in place, the 
representative is focusing his traffic 
light energies on the Ballardvale 
Street-125 intersection. Lights for 
that location should be in place by 
early fall. 

In further State House news of 
interest to the Town of Wilmington, 
Miceli is helping to put together a 
study commission to review 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority assessment methods. 

Currently, Wilmington pays an 
assessment for the MBTA 
commuter rail service it receives, 
while communities such as 
Billerica, which receives MBTA 
service similar to Wilmington's, 
pay no fees. 

This issue has come up several 
times in board of sclectmen 
discussions led by MBTA 
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Representative Selectman Michael 
McCoy. 

The board and Miceli hope that 
other towns recciving MBTA 
commuter rail s 
forced to pay ass 
that will lower Wilmington's duty. 

A report on an assessments bill is 
still pending, Miceli said. 

Along transportation lines, Miccli 
is still awaiting approval of the 
House Transportation Bond, a 


line-item of which will allow towns 
receiving MBTA service to contract 
with regional transit authorities - 
i.e, Wilmington with the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority. 

However, it appears unlikely that 
will be finalized prior to completion 
of the House budget, in which case 
Miceli said he will tack 
transportation funding for Wilm- 
ington onto the Supplementary 
Budget later this year. 


Increased Chapter 90 monies and 
greater flexibility for municipalities 
to spend such funds is also 
anticipated. 

Miccli said that Wilmington's 
budgetary woes, brought on by 
1993's Education Reform Act, will 
be largely alleviated by the 
allocation of Chapter 90 monies. 

"We're going to be in decent 
shape," Miccli stated.

WRING OUT THE SPONGE 


Ifa driver finds thatthe brake pedal feels spongy 
upon breaking, it may be an indication of air in the 
hydraulic system. Repeated pumping of the brake 
pedal producing significantly higher pedal positions 
may servelo confirm this suspicion. Ifso, the problem 
can berectified by having the auto technictan “bleed” 
the system of air. Onrare occasions, a spongy brake 
pedal may result from brake fluid vapor lock. This 
occurs due to localized boiling of the brake fluid 
which, in um, resulis from the heat generated by 
forceful braking and moisture in the brake Muid. 
Moisture lowers the boiling point of brake fluid, 
which readily attracts water. Therefore, brake fluid 
should be replaced periodically to rid the system of 
moisture.

Dear Larz: 

I would like to respond to recent 
coverage of the April 23 Town 
Meeting in which I voiced my 
opposition to Article 23 of the 
Town Warrant, which would 
designate 11 parcels of town owned 
land as affordable housing lots. 
Unfortunately, as printed, my 
comments can easily be taken out of 
context. | would like to clarify my 
position. 

I am not a proponent of 
segregation, but I am a supporter of 
equity. I strongly believe that all 
citizens should have the opportunity 
to own their own homes. But, as 
with all of the rights we are granted 
in this country, this freedom must 
be considered in the context of the 
impact it will have on others. In a 
perfect world, a house would be 
valued based on the structure itself, 
its condition, and the property on 
which it sits. Unfortunately, this is 
not a perfect world. It is a world in 
which values are relative and the 
financial worth of a home depends 
in a large measure on that of the 
homes surrounding it. Inevitably, 
the placement of affordable housing 
within an established neighborhood 
would lower the values of the 
existing homes, and homeowners 
who will be negatively affected have 
a right to express outrage. 

In reality, in terms of purchasing a 
house, all of us have to establish 
financial objectives and work 
diligently toward attaining those 
goals - our reward being not only 
the home itself, but also the 
“privilege” of assuming a 30 year 
debt to pay for it. No individual can 
be expected to take such an 
investment lightly; nor should that 
individual be criticized for wanting 
to protect that investment. 

A more equuable option in terms 
of establishing affordable housing 
opportunities would be to locate 
such lots in an area in which the 
Property value of the surrounding 
real estate is similar. In such a 
scenario, neither the existing or the 
potential homeowners would be 
penalized simply for striving to 
achieve or maintain "The American 
Dream,"

Swain School named j=! 
for teaching sisters

The home in which Carolyn 
Swain, and her sisters Henrietta and 
May lived was across Lowell Street 
in Wilmington from the present 
Eastgate Plaza. It is said to have 
been built for the man who was the 
last commanding officer of the 
Wilmington militia, back in the 
final days of the American 
Revolution. Many men were away, 
serving in the U.S. Army, but it is 
said, there was a home guard 
available. 

That officer's name was probably 
John Going (Gowing). 

John Gowing was a corporal in the 
Wilmington Company of Capt. John 
Harnden during the Seige of Boston 
and the Battle of Bunker Hill. 

His daughter, Sabra Gowen 
Jaquith of Ballardvale Strect was 
probably the last person left alive in 
Massachusetts who could remember 
the events of the death of George 
Washington, 

Sabra was interviewed by a 
reporter because of that fact. There 
are errors in that interview, The 
record is confusing. 

After having been a participant in 
several campaigns John Gowing 
returned home to Wilmington and 
married Keziah Jacques in 1782. He 
became the commander of the 
Wilmington militia and constructed 
the home in which the Swain family 
lived, among whom were Charles 
W. Swain and his wife Henrietta 
Ames. 

He was an ancestor of Carolyn and 
Henrietta Swain, both fine teachers, 
for whom the Swain School in 
Wilmington was named. 

Carolyn (Carrie) was the second 
of three sisters born to Charles W. 
Swain and Henrietta Ames, The first 
was Mary Gowing, better known as 
May. She stayed home and kept 
house while her sisters taught. The 
second was Carolyn and the third 
Henrietta Ames Swain, both fine 
teachers. May was born in 1867, 
Carolyn in 1871 and Henrietta in 
1873, 

Henrietta taught the fifth grade in 
the old Walker School. This writer 
was in her class in 1920. 

In the 1920s Carolyn taught in the 
old High School. This writer was 
under her instruction in the seventh 
and eighth grades in 1923 and 24. 
She taught in the first floor, to the 
right as one faces the school from 
Middlesex Avenue. 

She had 47 pupils in that room, 
with as reported, two classes. There 


were six rows of seats, eight to a 
row, with one empty seat. Carolyn 
had no difficulties with her pupils. 

Carolyn was the first secretary of 
the Gowing Society of Wilmington, 
the oldest family organization in 
this town. 

Her father was on the school 
Committce, or had a position with a 
similar title, It seems each man had 
charge of one school. Charles was in 
charge of the Butters Row School, 
starting back about 1876. 

There Came a day when there was 
no teacher for that school. Daddy 
went home and got his daughter, 
Carolyn, She thus became a teacher 
when she was 15. 

Carrie, as she was known at that 
time, did not teach forever in the 
Wilmington schools. She attended a 
Normal School for a few years, 
where young ladies who aspired to 
be school teachers learned their 
lessons. 

Carolyn taught for a few years in a 
school in Middlesex County, 
westerly of Wilmington. After that 
she lived in Wilmington all her life. 

In the 1920s, when the Swain 
sisters were teaching in Wilmington 
there was no bus transportation 
available for pupils who lived less 
than two miles from the school. The 
roads were unpaved and unoiled. 
Mud was very common on rainy 
days. Everyone walked to school, 
muddy or not. 

There were perhaps half a dozen 
families in town in which "state" 
wards lived. Those families 
received a few dollars per weck per 
child, not much. Many were good 
students, but some became 
"dropouts" as they approached the 
eighth grade. This writer can recall 
only a few such, in the classes taught 
by Carolyn Swain, a tribute, 
perhaps, to the quality of the 
teaching. 

And, after the new high school 
was built, the former high school 
was named after the two Swain 
sisters, 

School Committeeman Arthur 
Lynch thought of the idea. He asked 
this writer to make the motion, in 
the next town mecting. It was a 
pleasure. 

Two classmates of the writer 
should be named, persons who 
studied with Carolyn in 1920. 

Alice Hathaway Dillaway is now 
living in Waltham. Sam Bertwell, 
86 years young. He still lives 
on Chestnut Street,

Scollay Square a smash 


When the Carter Lecture 
Committee presented "Scollay 
Square Revisited" at Barrows 
Auditorium last Thursday evening, 
it was very well received! 

The vast majority of those who 
attended entered the auditorium 
slowly. Some were aided by canes, 
and walkers, most had white or 
graying hair (and a few were 
kidding) but all carried with them 
the hope of sharing a bit of the 
long-ago surrounded by contem- 
poraries. That wish was most 
certainly granted. 

There were still a few seats in the 
Barrows Auditorium last Thursday 
evening when the story of Scollay 
Square was told by David Kruh, a 
37-year-old Reading resident who 
first heard of Boston's Scollay 
Square from his uncle while a 
resident of New York. What he 
heard impelled him to the 
authorship of a book about the 
section of Boston, famous many 
years ago. 

"Always Something Doing," is the 
title of the book, that Mr. Kruh told 
the audience is now in its third 
printing. 

In his presentation Mr. Kruh took 
his audience back, back, back to 
very early Boston and with great 
knowledge and dexterity, returned 
the group to the present and 
Government Center, where Scollay 
Square once stood. 

In its early days the area was 
populated by Boston's elite. 
Merchants, lawyers, theaters, even 
sported the country's very first joke 
shop. Time passed and during 
World War II, Scollay Square was a 
lively place featuring the usual 
wine, music, song and "girlic" 
shows and was generally full to 
overflowing with servicemen, 

Kruh had slides which he 
displayed on « big screen set up on 
the stage. There were many.

strike of 1919. No police officers 
were on duty and a hostile crowd, 
intent on looting the area was forced 
to retreat by militiamen, Two 
pictures of this event were 
displayed. The first of the crowd in 
Scollay Square, the second was after 
the crowd had been pushed back by 
the militia, with a striking photo of 
one man, holding up both arms, like 
an Indian hailing the sunrise. 

Kruh told his audience,that when 
he had shown that picture in a 
previous lecture a woman came up 
to him and said she had that picture 
on her mantle for over half a 
century. The man shown restraining 
the crowd was her father. 

Both Alexander Graham Bell and 
Thomas Alva Edison worked their 
experiments in a fifth floor attic in 
Scollay Square. The attic had been 
petitioned for just such activities 
and years later when the building 
was demolished, the attic was

The U.S. Congress (a group which 
I'm sorry to say garners none of my 
trust or admiration) will soon vote 
on a measure to outlaw a number of 
so-called “assault weapons" and to 
ban all magazines capable of holding 
more than 10 rounds. The measure, 
by my reckoning, is stupid. 

1 don't know about you, but I'll be 
closely watching the outcome of this 
vote. If my Congressman votes to 
take away my guns, I shall vote to 
put him out of a job in November. 
Notice is hereby given, Mr. Mcehan. 

A ban on “assault weapons" -- if an 
assault weapon can be defined at all 
-- is a dangerous precedent. Almost 
every gun in use today can trace its 
heritage to a military ancestor, so do 
we ban all guns? Some would love to 


| sce such a ban, but many don't. 


Take the .45 Colt semiautomatic 
pistol. The Colt Model 1911A was 
developed after the Phillipine Insur- 
rection, when our troops learned, 
the hard way, that the standard-issue 
.38 revolver would not knock down 
attacking Moro tribesmen. Studies 
by the Army showed that a fat, slow 
slug did severe body damage, and 
the .45 Colt has been a favorite U.S. 
sidearm ever since. Does that make 
the Colt pistol an assault weapon? It 
has a military lineage! 

The accurate and dependable bolt- 
action hunting rifles in use today can 
trace their roots back to the '03-A3 
Springfield, or the Mauser, both of 
which saw action in World War I. 
Modern U.S. military snipers prefer 
the bolt-action Remington Model 
700. Should ; | bolt rifles therefore 
be classified as “weapons of war?" 
If not today, will a classification of 
that sort be made in the future? 

If getting past the definition stage 
is tough, the arguments we hear out 
of Congress recently are even more 
difficult to swallow. 

Assault weapons are designed for 
the sole purpose of killing people, 
they say. Sorry, but any gun, if used 
with violent intent, will kill people. 
And it may come as a surprise, but a 
military rifle is not designed to kill. 

Military tacticians know that it is 
far more advantageous to wound a 
man than to kill him, which is why 
military firearms shoot "hard-ball" 
ammuntion, or a full metal jacketed. 
A dead soldier ties up only one other 
man -- to bury him -- while a 
wounded man tics up two stretcher 
bearers, a driver and an ambulance 
attendant, and the medical staff that 
it takes to patch him up. Hard-ball 
ammo often passes right through the 
body, unless the slug hits a bone, 
leaving a nasty wound but not a sure 
kill. 

The National Rifle Association (an 
assembly of.villains and lunatics, if

put forth facts and figures about the 
use of assault weapons in crime, and 
the bottom line is that assault rifles 
simply aren't used very much in the 
commission of crime. 

Military firearms account for only 
a tiny fraction of annual firearms 
deaths in the U.S., so why is the 


[| Congress so fired up about banning 
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something that isn't a problem? 

The cold fact is that the anti-gun 
types in Washington feel like they've 
found an issue which nobody could 
oppose. Weapons of war! Guns that 
kill!’ Who could ever oppose a ban 


on these horrible instruments? 
Ido, And you should too. 


The proposed assault weapon ban & 


is the first time that the government 
is trying to say what model of guns 


you can and can't own. "Bad" guns § 


and "good" guns. There are laws in 
place controlling "fully-automatic" 
guns, silencers are outlawed, and the 
length of gun barrels is regulated, so 
we already know good from bad. 

But if the anti-gun lobby gets onc 
model outlawed, it's a matter of time 
before they get them all. Next might 
come a ban on all semiautomatics, 
then a curb on pistols small enough 
to conceal, then a ban on any caliber 
larger than .22. And still the streets 
will be no safer than they arc today. 

Banning weapons that are used in 
just a handful of killings every year 
is not the solution. Politically it may 
sound good, but I guarantee that the 
assault weapon ban will have absol- 
utcly no impact on crime, if passed. 
Only the good guys suffer, again 

Hopefully Congress will realize, in 
this election year, that those of us 
who don't break laws are sick and 
tired of being forced to watch every 
move made by Congress, to make 
sure that we don't become criminals 
overnight. The bad guys are causing 
the problems, not us. 

If I don't break the law, who the 
heck cares if 1 own a .22 rifle, a 7.62 
mm rifle or an 81 mm mortar? Or a 
tactical nuke for that matter? I'm not 
causing trouble, so who cares what I 
keep in my closet? Punish bad guys, 
enforce the existing laws, and leave 
the good guys alone! 

Of course, the law-abiding in our 
society will (grudgingly) obey any 
stupid law that Congress imposes on 
us, which makes us the good guys. 

But that won't stop us from letting

"Tobacco Grant" goes to 
Winchester Hospital unit 


The Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts recently enacted a 
law that levies an additional 23 
cent tax on a pack of cigarettes; 
those monies, in turn, are to be 
used for programs aimed at edu- 
cating citizens on the dangers of 
smoking and helping them to 
quit. 

The Bedford and Lexington 
boards of health recently were 
awarded a $65,000 grant from 
these tobacco funds to launch a 
three-pronged program of no 
smoking education, regulations 
and policy development and 
enforcement in their communi 
ties. They have turned to 
Winchester Hospital to facilitate 
the program. 

"The goal of the program is 
to make the 
smoke-free," says Sue Powers, 
RN, BS, manager of Health 
Education at Winchester 
Hospital. She explains how the 
program works 

"The Bedford and lexington 
boards of health have subcon 
tracted — wit Winchester 
Hospital to ta’ ate the grant 
they were awarded from the 
state. We have hired a full-time 
employee to be that facilitator 
she is Ann Marie Mikols from 
Swampscott 

"There are three components 
to the program," Powers contin 
ues. "The first is education, get 
ting the word out about the dan 
gers of smoking. The second is

the creation of regulations and 
policies about smoking, such as 
ordinances that prohibit smok 
ing in public places. And the 
third component is enforcement 
of those regulations and poli- 
cies." 

Lexington already has no- 
smoking policies in place, 
Powers notes, while Mikols will 
work with the Bedford Board of 
Health to develop regulations for 
that community. She also will 
work with the Bedford 
Department of Recreation and 
School Department on no-smok 
ing education programs. 

Winchester Hospital will pro 
vide smoking cessation pro 
grams, substance abuse-free 
weekend promotions and a pres 
ence at local community events 
su s Town Days. 

We have six people on our 
staff who are trained facilitators 
in smoking cessation," says 
Powers. "This tobacco grant pro- 
gram gives us yet another 
opportunity to offer smoking 
cessation programs to the com- 
munity." 

The hospital also is providing 

arial support for the grant 
program. 

The original one-year grant 
for the Bedford-Lexington pro- 
gram is funded through 
September 1994; it was recently 
extended and funded for an 
additional year, through 
September 1995.

Llamas have been domesticated 
for centuries and no longer 
occur in the wild, although their 
relatives, the guanaco and vicu- 
na, do. 

, The Incas so revered the 
lama that only royalty could eat 
it or wear garments made from 
its wool or hide, Llamas are 
gtill the primary pack animals 
of South America and also 
provide wool, food, and fertilizer 
there. In the U.S., llamas are 
raised for their wool and as 
pack and companion animals. 
Because they are gentle and 
quiet, llamas are sometimes 
taken to visit nursing homes and 
hospitals. In western states, 
male llamas are used to guard 
sheep from coyotes

Like cattle and deer, llamas 
have multiple stomachs and 
chew their cud. They have a 
hard upper gum instead of 
upper teeth in front and use 
their flexible upper lip with the 
lower incisors to grasp foliage.

mountainous habitat. Its coat 
has two layers: long, coarse 
outer hair and soft, fine under- 
wool. This coat protects the 
llama from the cold, but oddly 
enough, is not really 
waterproof because it lacks the 
lanolin of other wools. The 
circulatory system of a llama is 
adapted for the thin air of 
high altitudes because the 
hemoglobin factor in its blood 
has an unusually well-developed 
ability to absorb oxygen. 

Llamas have slender, but 
extremely strong, legs. Their 
feet have two toes, with a broad, 
callous, and elastic pad 
beneath them. The deep cleft 
between the toes allows them to 
be spread widely on dangerous 
mountain paths, and the 
leather pad does less damage to 
trails than the hoofs of 
horses and burros.

For 
vach page of the paper Pesci 
Jromises to return, he expects 


one favor from Fraser. 

The script never digs too 
deeply into human frailty or the 
situation of homelessness. It 
presents us with two opposites, a 
rigid, bright student and a 
streetwise derelict. After several 
sitcom-like scenes, these two are 
best buddies. But these charac- 
ters are too photogenically 
pleasant to feel like the real 
thing. This is especially true of 
Pesci. He’s part pavement 
prophet, part schizophrenic, 
part drunkard. Nasty-looking 
one moment, he’s clean and 
cuddly the net. Sorry, life is 
never that simple. 

Fraser’s roommates, with the 
exception of the ever-emoting 
Patrick Dempsey, are more 
believable, Moira Kelly is the 
realist in love with Fraser and 
Josh Hamilton the manic pre- 
med student not happy about 
sharing his digs with a bum. 
Fraser, though not exactly elec- 
trifying, is at least sincere and 
slightly sexy, which is all that 
was required.

here is Pesci, who is more a car- 
icature of a derelict than the 
real thing. A little grit could 
have gone a long way in this 
flick. More problematic than the 
performances is the script, 
which never takes a sharp turn 
but follows a straight, pre- 
dictable path. 

Pesci is so endearing that 
Fraser’s barriers melt. The stu- 
dents all become better people 
after lessons from Pesci’s school 
of hard knocks. Fraser, seeking 
a surrogate dad, bonds with 
Pesci, who needs a surrogate 
son. Then Pesci clutches his 
chest and starts to cough. Even 
the class dunce could predict 
the teary-eyed turn the plot is 
about to follow. 

Still, there is nothing out and 
out terrible about this flick, just 
terribly Hollywood. More imagi- 
nation, less formula, might have 
pushed this flick into our long 
term memory, A C-plus average 
is quite acceptable, but such a 
level of entertainment is just as 
easily found on television. 


“Backbeat” Starring

If you think you’ve seen 
enough Beatles movies to last a 
lifetime, tink again, as 
“Backbeat” offers a perspective 
far removed from the glorified 
nostalgia audiences have come 
to expect. 

This movie looks at the 
Beatles before they were the 
Beatles, when they were five 
and not four. Set mostly in 
Germany in 1960, it captures the 
tense urgency of a band about to 
be bigger than is good for them. 

The group, which then includ- 
ed Pete Best as drummer and 
Stu Sutcliffe on bass, made their 
professional debut in a ratty 
strip joint in Hamburg. The lads 
worked “eight day’s a week” 
pumping out their rock ‘n’ roll 
to patrons more interested in 
bumps and grinds than riffs or 
drum solos. It was in one of 
these dreary nightclubs that the 
Beatles learned to pop pills and 
were introduced to Astrid 
Kirchherr, a photographer who 
changed the band. 

You can hear the music as it 
evolves and watch their style 
take shape and see the prickli- 
ness between Paul McCartney 
and John Lennon. At the film’s 
center is the relationship 
between Sutcliffe and Lennon, 
and Sutcliffe’s romance with the 
strikingly attractive Astrid, 
played with a knowing calm by 
Sheryl Lee, best known as Laura

to make a point at Harvard in Warner Bros.’ poignant drama, “With Honors.” 


Palmer on “Twin Peaks.” 

Sutcliffe, portrayed by 
Stephen Dorff, was a talented 
artist who packed away his 
paint pots to dabble in music. 
But painting was his lifeblood, 
no matter how much his best 
mate, John Lennon, urged him 
to stay with the band. When 
Sutcliffe fell into Astrid’s sophis- 
ticated arms, he left the band 
for a brief lifetime of painting in 
Hamburg. 

Director Iain Softley captures 
the sexual urgency of those 
embryonic days and doesn't 
back off from the jealousy so 
plainly displayed by Lennon 
when he is replaced by Astrid in 
Stu’s affections. Yes, there is 
certainly a whiff of latent homo: 
sexuality there, but because it is 
not obvious it gives Lennon so 
much more depth. 

Shot in color, you almost 
think of it as a black and white 
film, so stark are some of the 
compositions. It’s moody and 
layered with an emotional tex- 
ture that nearly catches you off 
guard. Sutcliffe, who died so 
young, is played by Dorff with a 
slight passivity that never dulls 
his charisma. The spotlight, 
however, is on Ian Hart’s 
Lennon. His sharp performance 
gives us a young man is ambi- 
tious, brooding, nasty, brilliant 
and certainly tortured. The per- 
formance by Lee, Hart and 
Dorff make for a riveting back 
story to the main event that 
soon after became The Beatles. 

It’s too bad “Backbeat” didn’t 
run a little longer. At just over 
90 minutes, it could easily have 
handled more story, especially 
Astrid’s interaction with the 
band. It was she, after all, who 
created the Beatles’ “look” and 
apparently was quite close to 
the band after Sutcliffe’s death. 


As Softley focused our attention 
on the sexual attraction between 
Astrid and Stu, he somewhat 
lost their connection to the 
band. Still, there is enough pas- 
sion on the screen to illuminate 
one of pop culture’s major turn- 
ing points.
